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Shadow Meet te Challenge 
Elites at Americas Summit

PORT OF SPAIN. Trinidad - The 
organisers do not expect newly 
elected U.S. President Barack 
Obama to attend their parallel 
three-day meeting, even though 
he is likely to be in Trinidad 
and Tobago at the official Fifth 
Summit of the Americas in April. 
But they are hopeful that 
Obama and the 33 other 
hemispheric leaders will be 
aware of their deliberations, 
their agenda and the needs of 
the “ordinary person” when 
they gather in Port of Spain 
for their Apr. 17-19 summit. 
“The alternative summit is 
one in which everyone can 
participate. The official summit 
is one that is exclusive and even 
those activities that are being 
organised and will include 
civil society will be limited to 
a certain number of people,” 
David Abdulah told IPS. 
Abdulah is head of the local 
working committee for the 
Fourth People’s Summit that 
will coincide with the official 
Summit of the Americas. 
The Apr. 16-18 People’s 
Summit is being organised 
in conjunction with the 
Hemispheric Social Alliance 
(HSA) and the Assembly of 
Caribbean People, an amalgam 
of Caribbean social movements 
to which Abdullah’s Federation 
of Independent Trade Union 
and Non-Government 

Organisation (FITUN) belongs. 
The HSA promotes 
itself as a forum where 
progressive organisations 
and movements from around 
the Americas can gather, 
strategise, share information 
and plan joint actions. 
“As the base and strength of 
this movement grows, we will 
be in an even better position 
to fight for an alternative 
and democratic development 
model for our societies,” HSA 
says, noting that its objectives 
include strengthening civil 
society within and between 
countries in the Americas. 
At its first meeting in Costa 
Rica in March 1999, the 
HSA, whose membership 
includes organisations in 
Canada, Brazil, the United 
States and Latin America, 
identified strategies that would 
impact the official integration 
process by lobbying, making 


policy proposals, influencing 
public opinion, developing 
media strategies and building 
a broad-based movement 
that includes trade unions, 
environmentalists, landless 
and homeless people, women’s 
organisations and others. 
At the third People’s Summit 
held in Argentina in 2005, 
delegates discussed issues 
ranging from education 
to energy, labour, gender, 
ecumenical and justice issues to 
communication and fair trade. 
“We want the heads of 
governments and state to be 
aware that the people of the 
hemisphere are also discussing 
issues, that we have a point of 
view, that we have an agenda 
and that they need to take [it] 
into consideration,” Abdulah 
said, adding that issues such as 
the global financial meltdown, 
the environment, energy and 
food security would be priorities 
at the alternative summit. 
The organisers have also 
extended invitations to civil 
and social groups in countries 
of the Caribbean - which they 
describe as “one of the most 
colonised regions of the world” 
- and expect delegations to come 
from Puerto Rico, St. Marten, 
the French islands of Martinique 
and Guadeloupe, as well as the 
Dutch islands of Aruba and 
Curacao. Abdulah said that 
unlike the official summit, 
an invitation has also been 
extended to Cuba to participate. 
Issues of governance and 
constitutional reform are 
also expected to be a major 
talking point at the three- 
day alternative summit. 
“As you know there has 
been constitutional reform 
in Bolivia, we would like to 
find out what that process 
has been, what process was 
used to approve it,” he said, 
referring to the initiative by the 
present Trinidad and Tobago 
government to change the 
1976 Republican Constitution. 
“We need to share what is 
happening in Latin America, 
there are some dynamics,” he 
said, adding that Washington’s 
relations with the Caribbean 
and Latin America would also 
be explored at in the summit. 
Abdulah stressed that the 
alternative summit should not be 
confused with the “official civil 



society” forum being organised 
as part of the Fifth Summit of 
the Americas and which would 
address issues such as youth, 
business and civil society. 
He said that deliberations from 
that official gathering would 
be brought to the attention 
of the hemispheric leaders 
during their meeting here. 
“We don’t have that direct 
connection because we are 
the alternative summit, but we 
do have ways and means of 
getting our views, declarations 
and agenda known to the 
governments,” he said. “When 
we gather, we speak collectively 
with a loud voice and I am sure 
that the heads of government 
and heads of state will take 
that into consideration.” 
The alternative summit is 
well known to some of the 
hemispheric leaders, such as 
Bolivian President Evo Morales, 
who participated in similar 
events in Canada and Chile. 
Abdulah also credits the 
alternative summit for educating 
ordinary people about “the 
negative impacts” of the Free 
Trade Area of the Americas 
(FTAA) leading to “governments 
themselves having grave 
concerns about the FTAA.” 
He said the summit allowed for 
major campaigns around the 
ownership of natural resources, 
against military bases in Latin 
America, strengthening the 
rights of indigenous peoples 
as well as providing an 
environment where ordinary 
people could establish 
networks and links that they 
would most probably never 
have had an opportunity to do. 
“It gives us an opportunity to 
begin to shape our own future, 
our own agenda for the well¬ 
being and welfare of people 
going forward,” Abdulah said, 
adding that he believed the 
alternative summit here “will 
be a very exciting affair.”Q

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Plow’ producers plan to file for arbitration

NEW YORK - Jeremy Piven 
is not off the hook yet. 

The producers of “Speed- 
the-Plow” said Friday they 
will file for arbitration to 
settle their dispute with the 
actor for abruptly quitting 
the Broadway show after his 
doctor said he was suffering 
from mercury poisoning. 

The action came after no 
agreement was reached 
Thursdayinagrievancehearing 
requested by the producers. A 
panel composed of Actors’ 
Equity and Broadway League 
representatives were unable 
to reach a required unanimous 
decision. 

In a terse, two-sentence 


statement, 
said: “The grievance went 
as expected yesterday. The 
grievance committee (made 
up of League and Equity 
representatives) did not rule 
for either side and we will 
be filing for arbitration as 
provided by our contract.” 

No date was given for the 
filing by lead producer Jeffrey 
Richards. 

Samantha Mast, Piven’s 
spokeswoman, said: “We’re 
not aware the producers have 
filed anything to initiate an 
arbitration, but if they do 
so, we are confident that the 
producers will not prevail in 
arbitration, just as they did 
not prevail in the grievance 
proceeding they initiated.” 
Under Actors’ Equity rules, 
the arbitration will be heard 
by a professional arbitrator, 
acceptable to both Equity and 
the League. He or she will 
be chosen from a list of nine 
designated people, who will 
hold the hearing within 30 
days of the filing and issue a 
decision within 30 days of that 
meeting. 

The 43-year-old Piven, the 


Emmy- and Golden Globe¬ 
winning star of HBO’s 
“Entourage,” departed the 
production of David Mamet’s 
satiric comedy after his 
physician said he had high 
levels of mercury in his body. 
In a tearful interview with 
The New York Times after 
Thursday’s hearing, Piven 
said his illness stemmed from 
eating fish twice a week for 20 
years, not from consuming too 
much sushi, as some reports 
suggested. 

“Speed-the-Plow” opened last 
October to favorable reviews 
and by the time the revival 
ended its limited engagement 
Feb. 22 at the Ethel Barrymore 
Theatre, it had recouped its 
$2.26 million production 
costs. 

Three different actors — 
understudy Jordan Lage, 
Norbert Leo Butz and William 
H. Macy — followed Piven 
in the role of movie mogul 
Bobby Gould. Mamet’s 
three-character play about 
Hollywood glamour, sex and 
power, also starred Elisabeth 
Moss of AMC’s “Mad Men” 
and Raul Esparza. □ 


Ed McMahon in 
Intensive Care

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Wall Street slides after Cltlgroup-govemment deal

NEW YORK - Wall Street 
ended another unforgiving 
month with a steep loss — 
one that left the Dow Jones 
industrial average at less than 
half its record high. 

The day’s news unsettled 
investors. Citigroup Inc. 
agreed to turn over a big piece 
of itself to the government, 
a move that fanned worries 
that other banks would face 
crippling trouble with bad 
debt. General Electric Co. 
slashed its quarterly dividend 
by 68 percent. Both companies 
are part of the Dow Jones 
industrial average, which fell 
119 points. 

And the government’s gross 
domestic product report 
showed that the economy fell 
at a 6.2 percent annual pace 
at the end of last year, a much 
faster than expected pace. 

For investors, it all added up to 
a prolonged and increasingly 
painful recession. 

‘T don’t think there is the 
confidence that the recovery is 
going to happen very quickly. 
It’s going to take time,” 
said Scott Fullman, director 
of derivatives investment 
strategy for WJB Capital 
Group in New York. 

Some analysts said the 
market’s slide could have 
been worse — the major 
indexes finished well above 
their lows. 

Dan Cook, senior market 
analyst at IG Markets in 
Chicago, said Wall Street’s 
ability to show some recovery 
Friday despite the onslaught 
of bad news is a good sign. 
“We have become somewhat 
callous to these news 
announcements,” he said. 
Nonetheless, the market’s 
stats once again showed how 
troubled Wall Street and the 
economy are: 

• The Dow, at its lowest close 
since May 1, 1997, is now 
down 50.1 percent from its 
record high of 14,164.53 


reached in October 2007. 
It came within 34 points of 
7,000, a level it hasn’t fallen 
below since October 1997. 

• The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index breached its Nov. 21 
trading low of 741.02, which 
came during the height of the 
credit crisis. Friday’s finish 
was the lowest for the index 
since Dec. 18, 1996. 

• The Dow’s 11.7 percent 
loss in February was its worst 
since 1933, when it fell 15.6 
percent, and its sixth straight 
monthly drop. The half-year 
slide totals 38.8 percent, the 
worst since 1932, when it fell 
45 percent. 

The S&P 500 index fell 11 
percent for the month. It was 
the second-worst February for 
the index, topped only by an 

18.4 percent slide in 1933. It 
was the index’s fifth monthly 
drop in six months; it managed 
a slender gain of 0.8 percent in 
December. 

• The Dow Jones Wilshire 5000 
index, which refiects nearly 
all stocks traded in America, 
lost 10.3 percent for the 
month, its worst slump since 
October. That’s a paper loss of 
$1 trillion. Since its October 
2007 peak, the Wilshire 5000 
is down 52.7 percent, or $10.4 
trillion. 

The losses in the final session 
of the month came as Wall 
Street had been hoping that 
stabilizing Citigroup would 
help ease worries about the 
beaten-down bank stocks 
and remove some of their 
questions about the prospects 
for the industry. 

But analysts said the loss to 
regular shareholders from the 
government’s move touched 
off worries that other banks 
could see their shares hit as 
well. 

Citigroup said before the 
opening bell that it agreed 
to a deal in which the U.S. 
government and private 
investors including the 
government of Singapore 
and Saudi Arabian Prince 


Alwaleed Bin Talal will 
convert their preferred stock in 
the struggling bank to common 
shares. The plan won’t require 
additional money from the 
U.S. government, which holds 
an 8 percent stake in Citigroup 
and would own 36 percent. 
“Citi has been a leading 
indicator the whole way 
down and the dilution that 
shareholders took today is sort 
of a leading indicator of what 
could happen to other banks, 
particularly the weak ones,” 
said Kevin Shacknofsky, 
co-portfolio manager of the 
Alpine Dynamic Dividend 
Fund in Purchase, N.Y 
Some sort of deal with the 
government had been expected 
much of the week. But Citi 
fell 96 cents, or 39 percent, 
to $1.50 as investors worried 
about how much their holdings 
in the company would be 
diluted by the changes. 

GE, meanwhile, said late in 
the session it would cut its 
dividend to save $9 billion a 
year. The conglomerate has a 
big financing arm, so it often 
trades like a bank stock. Its 
shares fell 59 cents, or 6.5 
percent, to $8.51. 

The Dow fell 119.15, or 1.7 
percent, to 7,062.93. The 
S&P 500 index fell 17.74, or 

2.4 percent, to 735.09, and 
the Nasdaq composite index 
fell 13.63, or 1 percent, to 
1,377.84. 

The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies fell 3.93, 
or 1 percent, to 389.02. 

Two stocks fell for every 
one that advanced on the 
New York Stock Exchange. 
Consolidated volume came to 
a heavy 8.44 billion shares, up 
from Thursday’s 6.48 billion. 
Wall Street was also shaken 
when the government’s gross 
domestic product report 
showed that the economy fell 
at a 6.2 percent annual pace 
at the end of last year, a much 
faster than expected pace.

The Nation — In her 2000 race for the US Senate, Hillary Clinton 
was loudly denounced by uncritical right-wing supporters of 
Israel for a 1999 trip to Ramallah, where she kissed Palestinian 
First Lady Suha Arafat and listened as Arafat denounced Israel 
(in Arabic). Pictures of “the kiss” were repeatedly slapped across 
the cover of the New York Post, in TV ads and invoked by the 
campaigns of Rudy Giuliani and Rick Lazio. The flap almost 
derailed Clinton’s campaign. 

Clinton learned her lesson and for nearly a decade afterward 
offered only boilerplate praise of Israel, which made her a 
favorite of the right-leaning Israel Lobby. 

Now, as Secretary of State, she’s forced to confront another 
reality: the difficulty of forging peace between Israel and the 
Palestinians. Anything she says that might be perceived as even 
slightly critical of Israel will land her in hot water with right¬ 
wingers back home. Just ask Chas Freeman, who Barack Obama 
appointed to head the National Intelligence Council despite 
fierce opposition from war-hungry neoconservatives. 

In advance of her trip to the Holy Land next week, Clinton 
advisers sent word that the US was unhappy with Israel for 
blocking humanitarian aid to Gaza, which was further devastated 
by Israel’s recent military incursion. 

According to Haaretz: 

“Israel is not making enough effort to improve the humanitarian 
situation in Gaza,” senior US officials told Israeli counterparts 
last week, and reiterated Washington’s view by saying that “the 
U.S. expects Israel to meet its commitments on this matter.” 

It didn’t take long for so-called “pro-Israel” leaders back home to 
howl with protest. “I am very surprised, frankly, at this statement 
from the United States government and from the secretary of 
state,” said New York Daily News publisher Mort Zuckerman. 
“I liked her a lot more as a senator from New York,” added 
Brooklyn assemblyman Dov Hikind. 

Since when did starving the people of Gaza become good for 
Israel? Before we can solve the Israeli-Palestinian conflict 
we have to be able to have a rational conversation about it. 
The Zuckermans and Hikinds of the world make that nearly 
impossible. They’re doing neither Israel nor the United States 
any favors. 

Politically, Clinton knows that the only safe words to say in US 
politics are “I support Israel,” no if ands or buts. Israel is the 
victim and the righteous warrior. Palestinians are terrorists who 
can’t be trusted to negotiate. Hamas must be eliminated. Iran 
must be obliterated. End of story. 

Unfortunately, such insane demagoguery doesn’t come in very 
handy when it comes to the actual practice of diplomacy. So 
Clinton, rightly, is trying to make sure that Israel doesn’t turn 
Gaza into an even bleaker post-apocaptyic wasteland.

Obama’s New Commerce Secretary 
Nominee: Not So “Squeaky Clean

Creators Syndicate - Liberal 
media outlets are doing 
their best to boost former 
Washington Gov. Gary Locke, 
President Obama’s third pick 
for the beleaguered Commerce 
Secretary job. “Obama’s New 
Commerce Pick Has Clean 
Reputation,” declared National 
Public Radio’s Tom Banse. 
The Democrat possesses “a 
largely scandal-free resume” 
reported The New York Times. He 
is a “safe choice,” the Washington 
Post asserted, because of 
his “strait-laced reputation.” 
But repeating the Mr. Clean 
claim doesn’t make it so. 

Those in his home state who 
know Locke best paint a far 
grimier picture of a crony 
politician with a serial habit of 
skirting campaign finance laws 
and conflict-of-interest rules. In 
other words: Locke’s “Do As I 
Say, Not as I Do” record makes 
him a good fit for the ethically 
impaired Obama administration. 
The left-leaning Seattle Weekly 
newspaper notes that Locke 
presided over a $3.2 billion tax 
break for Boeing while “never 
disclosing he paid $715,000 to 
— and relied on the advice of — 
Boeing’s own private consultant 
and outside auditor.” Then there’s 
the tainted matter of Locke’s 
“favors for his brother-in-law 
(who lived in the governor’s 
mansion), including a tax break 
for his relative’s company, 
personal intervention in a 
company dispute, and Locke’s 
signature on a federal loan 
application for the company.” 
Locke’s laces ain’t so straight. 
The glowing profiles of Locke 


have largely glossed over his 
troubling ties to the Clinton-era 
Chinagate scandal. As the nation’s 
first Chinese-American governor, 
Locke aggressively raised cash 
from ethnic constituencies 
around the country. Convicted 
campaign finance money- 
launderer John Huang helped 
grease the wheels and open doors. 
In the same time period that 
Huang was drumming up illegal 
cash for Clinton-Gore at the 
federal level, he also organized 
two 1996 galas for Locke in 
Washington, D.C. (where Locke 
hobnobbed with Clinton and 
other Chinagate principals); 
three fundraisers in Los Angeles; 
and an extravaganza at the 
Universal City, Calif, Hilton in 
October 1996 that raised upward 
of $30,000. Huang also made 
personal contributions to Locke 
— as did another Clinton-Gore 
funny-money figure, Indonesian 
business mogul Ted Sioeng and 
his family and political operatives. 
Sioeng, whom Justice Department 
and intelligence officials 
suspected of acting on behalf of 
the Chinese government, illegally 
donated hundreds of thousands 
of dollars to both Democratic 
and Republican coffers. Bank 
records from congressional 
investigators indicated that one 
Sioeng associate’s maximum 
individual contribution to Locke 
was illegally reimbursed by 
the businessman’s daughter. 
Checks to Locke’s campaign 
poured in from prominent Huang 
and Sioeng associates, many of 
whom were targets of federal 
investigations, including: Hoyt 
Zia, a Commerce Department 
counsel, who stated in a sworn 


deposition that Huang had 
access to virtually any classified 
document through him; 
Melinda Yee, another Clinton 
Commerce Department official 
who admitted to destroying 
Freedom of Information Act- 
protected notes on a China trade 
mission involving Huang’s 
former employer, the Indonesia- 
based Lippo Group; Praitun 
Kanchanalak, mother of convicted 
Thai influence-peddler Pauline 
Kanchanalak; Kent La, exclusive 
distributor of Sioeng’s Chinese 
cigarettes in the United States; 
and Sioeng’s wife and son-in-law. 
Locke eventually returned a 
token amount of money from 
Huang and Kanchanalak, but 
not before bitterly playing the 
race card and accusing critics 
of his sloppy accounting and 
questionable schmoozing of 
stirring up anti-Asian-American 
sentiment. “It will make our 
efforts doubly hard to get Asian 
Americans appointed to top- 
level positions across the United 
States,” Locke complained. “If 
they have any connection to 
John Huang, those individuals 
will face greater scrutiny and 
their lives will be completely 
opened up and examined 
— perhaps more than usual.” 
That scrutiny (such as it was) 
was more than justified. On top 
of his Chinagate entanglements, 
Locke’s political committee was 
fined the maximum amount by 
Washington’s campaign finance 
watchdog for failing to disclose 
out-of-state New York City 
Chinatown donors. One of those 
eventswasheldatNY C ’sHarmony

Obama sets firm withdrawal 
timetable fer treeps in Iraq 


CAMP LEJEUNE, North Carolina (AP) — 
President Barack Obama consigned the Iraq 
war to history, declaring he will end combat 
operations within 18 months and open a new 
era of diplomacy in the Middle East. 

Even so, Obama will leave the bulk of troops in 


place this year, contrary to hopes of Democratic 
leaders for a speedier pullout. And after combat 
forces withdraw, 35,000 to 50,000 will stay 
behind for an additional year and half of support 
and counterterrorism duties.

Court: Man owns 1776 cony of Declaration

RICHMOND, Virginia (AP) — A rare 1776 copy 
of the Declaration of Independence belongs to a 
technology entrepreneur from Virginia, not to the 
state of Maine, the Virginia Supreme Court ruled 
Friday. 

Richard Adams Jr. purchased the document from a 
London book dealer in 2001 for $475,000. But the 
state of Maine claimed it belongs to the town of 
Wiscasset, where it was kept by the town clerk in 
1776. 

Virginia’s high court said that a lower court did not 
err in its ruling in Adams’ favor because Maine didn’t 
prove the document was ever an official town record 
and Adams is the rightful owner. 

Adams’ attorney, Robert K. Richardson, has argued 
that Wiscasset’s town clerk copied the text of the 
Declaration of Independence into the town’s record 
books on Nov. 10, 1776. It’s that transcription, not 
the document upon which it was based, that is the 
official town record, Richardson said. 

Adams, who gained fame when he founded UUNet 
Technologies Inc., the first commercial Internet 
service provider, sued to establish title to the 
document after learning that Maine was trying to get 
it back. 

Maine Assistant Attorney General Thomas Knowlton 


argued that Wiscasset never gave up ownership of 
the document, which is one of about 250 copies 
printed in 1776 and distributed to towns throughout 
Massachusetts to be read to residents. Maine was 
part of Massachusetts at the time. 

Maine state archivist David Cheever said he found it 
“incredible” that the state’s rights were trumped by 
a private collector. Maine contended the document 
never should have been sold because of a state law 
which presumes that public documents remain public 
property unless ownership is expressly relinquished 
by the government. 

Knowlton said the state strongly disagrees with 
the decision, but acknowledged that it is the end of 
the road. There are no federal issues that could be 
pursued to the U.S. Supreme Court. 

“The unfortunate result is a public record that we 
believe rightfully belongs to the people of Maine is 
now in the hands of a private collector in Virginia,” 
Knowlton said. 

Richardson said Friday evening that he and Adams 
are pleased with the decision. 

Cheever said only 11 of the approximately 250 copies 
printed by Ezekiel Russell in Salem, Massachusetts, 
are known to still exist. One that originally belonged 
to the town of North Yarmouth also was obtained 
by a private collector but eventually was returned, 
Cheever said. □

Just six weeks into office, 
Obama used blunt terms and a 
cast-in-stone promise to write 
the last chapter of a war that 
began six years ago. It has 
cost more in lives, money and 
national stamina than ever 
envisioned. 

“Let me say this as plainly as 
I can: By August 31, 2010, 
our combat mission in Iraq 
will end,” Obama said Friday 
to Marines who are about to 
deploy by the thousands to 
America’s other war front, 
Afghanistan. 

Like Presidents Dwight 
EisenhowerandRichardNixon 
before him, Obama came into 
office with an inherited war he 
pledged to end without delay. 
Eisenhower did, in Korea. 
Nixon didn’t, in Vietnam. 
Obama says he will. 

“Iraq’s future is now its own 
responsibility,” Obama said. 


Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates and Adm. Mike Mullen, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, flanked Obama 
during the announcement. It 
was a symbolic statement that 
top military advisers are on 
board with a strategy some 
had openly questioned before 
Obama’s inauguration. 

In Congress, Democratic 
leaders remained cool to 
the suggestion that tens of 
thousands of troops would 
remain. 

House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi, a Democrat, said his 
announcement was good news 
because it meant an end to the 
war, but she cautioned that the 
troops left behind must have 
a “clearly defined” mission. 
Obama succeeded in winning 
over most Republicans, who 
initially dismissed the timeline 
as arbitrary. 

Republican Sen. John McCain, 
who lost the presidency to 
Obama, said he supported the 


plan. 

“Let us have no crisis of 
confidence now,” he told 
his colleagues on the Senate 
floor Friday. “Instead, let us 
welcome home our fighting 
men and women — not just 
thanking them for serving in 
Iraq, but congratulating them 
on bringing us to victory 
there.” 

More than five years have 
passed since Bush declared 
the end of major combat 
operations in Iraq, a statement 
that proved false as sectarian 
violence brought Iraq to the 
brink of disaster. 

Obama did not claim a 
mission accomplished. 

Instead, he suggested America 
accomplished the mission as 
best it could. 

“What we will not do is let the 
pursuit of the perfect stand in 
the way of achievable goals,” 
he said. “We cannot rid Iraq 
of all who oppose America 
or sympathize with our 


adversaries. We cannot police 
Iraq’s streets until they are 
completely safe, nor stay until 
Iraq’s union is perfected.” 

He said: “America’s men and 
women in uniform have fought 
block by block, province by 
province, year after year, to 
give the Iraqis this chance to 
choose a better future. Now, 
we must ask the Iraqi people 
to seize it.” 

Obama’s promise to pull home 
the last of the U.S. troops by 
the end of 2011 is in accord 
with a deal that Iraqis signed 
with former President George 
W. Bush. 

Meantime, Obama is 
accelerating the end of the 
war by withdrawing roughly 
100,000 troops by the summer 
of 2010. 

Obama was moving to fulfill 
in large measure the defining 
promise of his campaign — to 
end combat operations within 
16 months of taking office. 
He’s doing it in 19 months 
instead. 

More than 4,250 Americans 
have been killed in Iraq, a 
costly, unpopular enterprise 
at home that Obama criticized 
when support for the invasion 
was strong and few other 
politicians dared stand 
against it. Total Iraqi deaths 
are unknown but number in 
the tens of thousands and are 
perhaps above 100,000. 
Obama applauded the armed 
forces for its successes in 
Iraq, where U.S. deaths and 
violence in many parts of 
the country are significantly 
down. 

He never credited Bush’s 
buildup of troops in 2007 
as contributing to those 
improvements. 

To the military members, 
Obama said: “We will leave 
the Iraqi people with a hard- 


earned opportunity to live 
a better life. That is your 
achievement. That is the 
prospect that you have made 
possible.” The president also 
told the Iraqi people they will 
not be forgotten. 

“Our nations have known 
difficult times together,” he 
said. “But ours is a bond 
forged by shared bloodshed, 
and countless friendships 
among our people. 

Yet he acknowledged violence 
will remain “a part of life” and 
daunting problems include 
political instability, displaced 
citizens and the stress of 
declining oil revenues. 

Obama said U.S. must end 
the war, both for the future 
of Iraq and to allow the U.S. 
to refocus its attention more 
firmly on Afghanistan. 
Reaction came from 
everywhere. 

In Iraq, where several TV 
stations showed Obama’s 
speech live, some citizens 
applauded the ironclad 
withdrawal plan while others 
questioned whether Iraq could 
defend itself alone. 

The president, who ran 
against the war in his upstart 
White House bid, said the Iraq 
conflict is one huge, painful 
lesson. 

Admonishing the Bush era, 
Obama said the United States 
must no longer go to war 
without clearly defined goals. 
He said it must communicate 
the costs of war clearly, use 
diplomacy as well as military 
might, not go it alone in 
security. 

“I promise you that I will only 
send you into harm’s way 
when it is absolutely necessary, 
and provide you with the 
equipment and support you 
need to get the job done,” 
Obama told the Marines.□

Continental Connection Flight 
3407 plunged from the sky 
in icy weather and landed on 
a house, killing one occupant 
of the home and 49 people 
aboard the plane. 

Investigators have not

“It was one of the weirdest 
calls I’ve ever received,” said 
Julie Pryde, who heads the 
Champaign-Urbana Public 
Health District. 

Urbana Police Lt. Bryant 
Seraphin remembered: “She 
said, ‘You found a WHAT in 
the WHERE?”’ 

The unprecedented finds 
have officials wondering if 
a midwife or veterinarian, 
stressed by economic woes, 
has been avoiding the expense 
of paying for a medical waste 
disposal service. 

Police aren’t aiming for an 
arrest, Seraphin said, and 
nobody suspects foul play. 
The umbilical cords, still 
attached, were cut clean. 
Placentas are potentially 
infectious, although health 
officials said the risk to the 
public is low. They just want

saw higher taxes, soaring 
government spending and 
record federal deficits in the 
budget released Thursday. 

“I have serious concerns with 
this budget, which demands 
hardworking American 

families and job creators turn 
over more of their hard-earned 
money to the government 
to pay for unprecedented 
spending increases,” said Sen. 
Mitch McConnell, the Senate 
Republican leader. 

Even Senate Budget 
Committee Chairman Kent 
Conrad, a Democrat, had 
misgivings. Conrad said he 
worried about the budget’s 
long-term outlook, which sees 
deficits fall until 2013 and then 
begin to rise again. “I think 
that requires additional work,” 
he said Friday on CNBC 
television. And he predicted 
trouble for Obama’s plan to 
limit itemized deductions 
for individuals earning more 
than $200,000 and couples 
earning more than $250,000. 
“I would put that high on the 
list of things that will be given 
a thorough scrubbing and may 
well not survive,” he said. 
Democratic leaders, who 
control both houses of 
Congress, have pledged to 
begin work promptly on 
translating Obama’s blueprint 
into legislation. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, a Democrat, said earlier 
this week he hopes to have 
legislation ready for a vote 
within a month on an energy 
bill that includes steps to spur 


development of renewables 
and increase efficiency. A key 
element would be a national 
requirement for utilities to 
produce a certain percentage 
of their electricity from the 
wind, sun and biofuels, he 
added in an Associated Press 
interview. 

In the House, Rep. Henry 
Waxman, a Democrat, has 
pledged action on a bill 
combining energy issues 
and climate change. “Global 
warming is one of my key 
priorities. I am committed 
to moving a comprehensive 
climate and energy bill in the 
committee” before the end of 
May, he said. 

A key element would be 
a so-called cap-and-trade 
system of limits and pollution 
allowances, especially for 
industries such as utilities 
with coal-buming power 
plants. The program would 
help reduce greenhouse gas 
emissions while generating 
revenue. 

Health care legislation would 
come next, possibly by 
summer in the Senate. Nor 
has a decision yet been made 
about a timetable in the House, 
where Waxman’s committee 
will again play a pivotal role. 
The White House has not 
yet named a replacement for 
former Senate Majority Leader 
Tom Daschle, who had been in 
line to be the administration’s 
point man on health care. He

“I don’t know if crime will go 
up after these guys leave. But 
I know a lot more of us will be 
packing our own pieces now 
to make sure we’re protected,” 
said Calvin Stewart, owner of 
a restaurant and store, referring 
to his handgun. 

New Orleans Police 
Superintendent Warren 

Riley said his rebuilt police 
department is up to the job of 
protecting the city. “I think 
we’re ready to handle things,” 
he said. 

The National Guardsmen 
were welcomed as liberators 
when they arrived in force in 
a big convoy more than four 
days after Katrina struck New 
Orleans in August 2005 and 
plunged the city into anarchy. 
The force was eventually 
15,000 strong. 

Their numbers dwindled as 
civil authority returned in the 
months after the storm. But 
then, after a surge of bloodshed, 
360 troops were dispatched in 


June 2006 to help the depleted 
police department patrol the 
streets. In recent months, only 
a few dozen troops were still 
patrolling. 

The Guard was used to protect 
the less populated sections 
of the city where Katrina’s 
floodwaters left most houses 
uninhabitable. That included 
the woeful Ninth Ward, 
where renovated houses 
are outnumbered by moldy, 
boarded-up wrecks and weed- 
choked vacant lots. 

In their camouflage uniforms 
and Humvees, the troops were 
often a welcome sight. 

“We don’t have enough cops. 
It’s not that they’re bad, it’s 
just that there’s not enough of 
them. 

These guys are Johnny-on- 
the-spot when you need 
them,” said 57-year-old Tom 
Hightower, who is still trying 
to get the mold out of his 
house. He added: “This is still 
a spooky place after dark.” 
The troops had full arrest 
powers but were required to 


call New Orleans police on 
serious matters. In their time 
on the streets. Guard troops 
were involved in only one 
shooting, and the district 
attorney ruled it justified. 

The Guardsmen answered lots 
of calls involving domestic 
violence, reported to be up 
in New Orleans since the 
hurricane, and handled car 
wrecks, house and business 
alarms and other problems. 
“One of the biggest things 
we did was keep those places 
safe so people could rebuild,” 
said Sgt. Wayne Lewis, a New 
Orleans native who has been 
patrolling the streets since 
January 2007. “People would 
put the things to rebuild in 
their houses and thieves would 
come along and take them 
right out again. We stopped a 
lot of that.” 

New Orleans had 210 murders 
in 2007, making it the murder 
capital of America, with the 
highest per-capita rate in the 
country. That number dropped 
to 179 in 2008.

Netanyahu and ihmi fail to agree on coalition

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel 
edged closer to a narrow 
government of hawks and 
right-wing religious parties on 
Friday after Prime Minister- 
designateBenj aminNetanyahu 
failed to persuade his moderate 
rival, Tzipi Livni, to join him 
in a wide coalition that could 
help avert a showdown with 
the new U.S. administration. 
Livni refuses to sign up unless 
Netanyahu openly endorses 
the vision of dividing the 
land into separate Jewish and 
Palestinian states. 

“Two states for two peoples 
is not an empty slogan — it 
is the only way Israel can 
keep its existence as a Jewish, 
democratic state,” Livni said 
after their meeting. “Just 
as I cannot accept vague 
statements, neither can the 
world. This is a matter of 
principle, not semantics.” 
Netanyahu said he had 
made Livni a generous offer 
of partnership and said he 
intended to promote the 
diplomatic process with the 
Palestinians. Nevertheless, 
he said he encountered a 
“complete rejection of unity 
from Ms. Livni.” 

The breakdown in their talks 
came as President Barack 
Obama’s Mideast envoy 
George Mitchell was in the 
region meeting with Israeli 
and Palestinian leaders. 


Livni did not shut the door 
completely onanypossibility of 
an agreement, and Netanyahu 
still has five weeks to cobble 
together a government. The 
two deadlocked in the Feb. 10 
election, but Netanyahu was 
appointed to form a coalition 
because he had greater support 
from the elected lawmakers. 
Netanyahu can form a hard¬ 
line government that will give 
him a 65-seat majority in the 
120-seat parliament. But that 
narrow margin means virtually 
any of his partners could 
bring down the government 
in any dispute. A centrist 
government with Livni would 
also help Netanyahu ward off 
international pressure on Israel 
and avoid a clash with a U.S. 
president who has promised 
to become “aggressively” 
involved in pursuing Mideast 
peace. 

Livni, who heads the centrist 
Kadima Party and served 
as chief negotiator with the 
Palestinians, supports the 
formation of a Palestinian 
state in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. Netanyahu does 
not, and the two have been 
unable to bridge the gap. 
Meanwhile, the recent flurry 
of diplomatic activity in the 
region continued Friday, 
with European Union foreign 
policy chief Javier Solana 
touring Gaza. He was the 
highest ranking European 
official to visit the territory 


since it was overrun by 
Hamas in June 2007, and his 
visit was a sign of increasing 
international engagement in 
the long-isolated Palestinian 
enclave. 

Solana did not meet with 
representatives of Hamas, 
boycotted internationally as a 
terror group. The international 
community has demanded the 
group recognize Israel and 
renounce violence, conditions 
it has refused. 

“I came to express solidarity 
with the people of Gaza 
and to tell them that we 
will be helping them in the 
reconstruction process,” 
Solana said, standing at 
the ruins of the American 
International School of Gaza, 
destroyed by Israeli bombs 
during its three-week offensive 
against Hamas militants. 

On Monday, international 
donors will meet in Egypt 
for a conference on Gaza’s 
reconstruction. The 

Palestinians are seeking $2.8 
billion dollars. The EU’s 
executive office, the European 
Commission, said Friday it 
was earmarking $556 million 
for the Palestinians in 2009, 
though it was not clear how 
much of that was aimed at 
Gaza. The U.S. is expected to 
pledge $900 million at next 
week’s conference, which 
U.S. Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton will attend. 
At the same time, Israel and 
Hamas are holding talks 
through Egyptian mediation 
meant to produce a long-term 
truce in Gaza in the aftermath 
of Israel’s offensive against 
Hamas, which ended Jan. 18. 
Hamas wants Israel to open 
Gaza’s blockaded border 
crossings, a step Israel says 
it won’t take until Hamas 
returns an Israeli soldier it has 
held since June 2006. 

Hamas is also holding talks 
with its rivals from Fatah 
aimed at ending the violent 
spat between them, which 
culminated in Hamas’ rout 
of Fatah and takeover of 
Gaza in June, 2007. The goal 
is to forge a power-sharing 
agreement that will end the 
split, which threatens to 
derail the Palestinians’ goal 
of achieving an independent 
state. 
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Canada gats tough on gangs

“If you want to bring drugs 
into this country you are going 
to jail,” the federal minister 
told reporters, adding that 
the proposed changes target 
gangs and organized crime.

Nicholson’s announcement 
comes a day after Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
announced a new law raising 
the sentence for gang killings 
to at least 25 years without 
parole, as part of an effort to 
get tough on organized crime.

PHOENIX (AP) — Star 
slugger Manny Ramirez has 
rejected yet another offer from 
the Los Angeles Dodgers. 

The Dodgers announced 
Thursday that the outfielder’s 
agent Scott Boras had declined 
a $25 million, one-year 
contract with a $20 million 
player option for 2010. It 
was the club’s fourth offer to 
Ramirez this offseason. 

“We want Manny back, but 
we feel we are negotiating 
against ourselves,” Dodgers 
owner Frank McCourt said 
in a statement. “When his 
agent finds those ‘serious 


offers’ from other clubs, 
we’ll be happy to restart the 
negotiations.” 

General manager Ned Colletti 
and McCourt met Wednesday 
in Los Angeles with Boras. 
The offer is similar to the two- 
year, $45 million deal with a 
buyout or club option that the 
Dodgers put on the table in 
November. Ramirez refused 
the offer and the Dodgers 
withdrew their proposal. The 
team came back with a one- 
year, $25 million offer, but 
Ramirez turned that down 
as well. Ramirez also turned 
down salary arbitration. 


“Even with an economy that 
has substantially eroded since 
last November, out of respect 
for Manny and his talents, we 
actually improved our offer,” 
McCourt said. 

“So now, we start from 
scratch.” 

A message left with Boras was 
not immediately returned. 
Colletti said there was no hard 
deadline, and Ramirez was not 
yet needed in spring training. 
“With the season starting a 
week later, it’s a little bit more 
flexible than it might have 
been a year ago,” Colletti said.

HOUSTON (AP) — The Houston Rockets held LeBron James 
without an assist for the first time in his career and limited the 
Cleveland Cavalier to their lowest score of the season, recording a 
93-74 win in the NBA on Thursday. 

Yao Ming scored 28 points for Houston and Ron Artest added 
15 while harassing James on defense most of the night, leading 
the Rockets to their sixth consecutive victory and ninth straight 
at home. James scored 21 points, but went just 7-for-21 from the 
field with three turnovers. It was the first time in 493 NBA games 
that he failed to record an assist. 

The Cavaliers had season-low point totals in the first (11) and third 
(10) quarters, and their 34 percent shooting (27-for-80) was also a 
season worst. 

The defeat ended the Cavs’ five-game winning streak. They also 
may have lost forward Ben Wallace, who left in the third quarter 
with a broken right leg. 

Houston had 25 assists, its sixth straight game with 20 or more, and 
went 8-for-19 from 3-point range.

Haynesworth gets 7 
deal from Redskins

WASHINGTON - Albert 
Haynesworth walked into the 
front lobby of Redskins Park on 
the first day of free agency. After 
being congratulated by front 
office chief Vinny Cerrato, the 
All-Pro defensive tackle turned 
and introduced his mother. 
Once the pleasantries were 
done, the parties went to work 
— completing the paperwork 
on a seven-year contract that is 
worth about $100 million and 
includes an NFL-record $41 
million in guaranteed money. 
The Washington Redskins 
were back to their old form as 
champions of the offseason, 
snagging the biggest name 
available in the first few 
hours of the open market. 
They agreed to terms with 
Haynesworth around dawn 
Friday, culminating a sleepless 
night that included a just-after¬ 
midnight deal — six years, 
$54 million, $22.5 million 
guaranteed — to re-sign 
cornerback DeAngelo Hall. 
“Wow! Amazing!” said 
Redskins defensive tackle 
Lorenzo Alexander, providing 
the almost universal reaction 
to Haynesworth’s guaranteed 
payout, which tops the $37 
million the Atlanta Falcons 
gave Michael Vick in 2004. 


All this from a team that has laid 
off at least 30 people since the 
start of the year in two rounds 
of cutbacks. The Redskins are 
among 10 to 12 teams that 
have cut staff because of the 
economic crisis, according to 
an NFL estimate, but marquee 
free agents appear recession- 
proof 

Not so fortunate was Shawn 
Springs. Expensive and often 
injured, the 3 3-year-old 
cornerback was deemed no 
longer needed once Hall was 
kept in the fold. 

From Bruce Smith in 2000 to 
London Fletcher in 2007, the 
Redskins’ Dan Snyder made 
his NFL name as the owner 
who always got the player 
he wanted, even if it meant 
overpaying for players who 
didn’t pan out. Snyder’s deep 
pockets have produced only 
one playoff win this decade. 
Last year, the team was 
uncharacteristically quiet, 
making no major signings 
during the entire free agency 
period. An 8-8 season with an 
aging roster — along with the 
fact that the Redskins have 
only four picks in upcoming 
draft — prompted Snyder to 
revert to his old ways. 
Whatever the money, the 
Redskins get credit for targeting 
two deficiencies from last

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Presidente Chavez hara cambios 
equipo Gobierno en prdximos di'as 


CARACAS (Reuters) - El 
presidente de Venezuela, Hugo 
Chavez, anuncio el viernes que 
hard cambios en su gabinete 
y designo nuevamente a un 
controvertido ex ministro de 
convicciones socialistas como 
titular de Planificacion, cuando 
la nacion debe enfrentar 
un complicado panorama 
economico. 

Analistas afirman que la 
dramatica baja en los vitales 
ingresos petroleros del pais 
sudamericano obligara al 
Gobierno a tomar algunas 
medidas para sortear los 
coletazos de la crisis financiera 
global, pese a que funcionarios 
sostienen que Venezuela esta 
preparada y cuenta con fondos 
para torearla. 

Luego del referendo este 
mes en el que fue aprobada 
una enmienda constitucional 
que permite al mandatario 
postularse sin limites a futuras 
elecciones, era esperado 
un cambio ministerial en la 
nacion, que esta sufriendo 
un frenazo en el crecimiento 
economico ante la caida de los 
precios petroleros. 

“Voy a hacer varios cambios en 
el Gobierno en estos proximos 
dias”, dijo Chavez durante un 
discurso en una homilia al aire 
libre. 


Medios de prensa han 
especulado que los cambios 
pasan desde la vicepresidencia 
del pais hasta ministerios clave 
como el de Energia y Petroleo 
y el de Economia y Finanzas. 
El anuncio se produjo luego de 
la divulgacion de las cifras del 
Producto Intemo Bruto (PIB) 
del 2008, cuando se evidencio 
una fuerte ralentizacion del 
crecimiento economico con 
respecto al ano previo, pese 
a haber contado con el mayor 
precio promedio del crudo en 
la historia de Venezuela. 
Expertos consideran que 
el derrumbe de los precios 
del crudo podria frenar las 
politicas socialistas mas 
radicales del mandatario, 
quien ya anuncio que este 
ano seria para “consolidar” la 
revolucion socialista que dice 
abanderar. 

El presidente, quien dijo 
hace poco que la crisis global 
no ha tocado “ni un pelo” a 
Venezuela, anuncio el regreso 
del academico Jorge Giordani 
al gabinete como ministro de 
Planificacion, en sustitucion 
de Haiman El Troudi, quien 
entro al tren ejecutivo en enero 
del 2008. 

“Antenoche estuve hablando 
con el doctor Jorge Giordani 
y lo he designado ministro 


de Planificacion nuevamente. 
Es un buen companero, un 
extraordinario venezolano”, 
dijo sobre el funcionario 
que ya lidero dos veces ese 
ministerio en los 10 anos del 
Gobierno de Chavez. 
Giordani, a quien Chavez ha 
dicho en el pasado admirar y 
llamar su mentor economico, 
fue ministro de Planificacion 


Presidente deminicane erdena 
iimpieza en ias Fnerzas Armadas 


SANTO DOMINGO (Reuters) - El presidente 
de Repiiblica Dominicana, Leonel Fernandez, 
anuncio el viernes un proceso de Iimpieza al 
interior de las Fuerzas Armadas y la Policia 
Nacional, instituciones desprestigiadas por 
escandalos que han involucrado recientemente 
a sus miembros en delitos. 

En un discurso transmitido al pais desde 
el Congreso en ocasion del aniversario de 
la Independencia Nacional, el mandatario 
tambien lanzo medidas economicas para hacer 
frente al coletazo de la crisis mundial y anuncio 
la convocatoria de una Asamblea para reformar 
la Constitucion. 

La poblacion dominicana, ya afectada por 
la crisis economica, se encuentra ademas 
“perturbada y hasta atemorizada” a causa de 
los repetidos hechos relacionados con asaltos, 
crimenes y narcotrafico en los que miembros

En mayo del ano pasado, oficiales de la Marina 
fueron implicados en el secuestro y posterior 
asesinato de siete colombianos en un pueblo 
costero en el sur del pais, en lo que autoridades 
definieron como un ajuste de cuentas entre 
narcotraficantes. □
